diameter. The rod was screwed Into 
the window till and waa used to prop 
the window open. With this Ihe men 
picked out the mortar between the 
brlcki and made a hole about one 
foot high and eighteen Inches wide. 
The hole It about fourteen feet from 
the ground and the men used a 
blanket to slide down to the ground, 
although some of them fell out of the 
hole, striking their beads on the 
ground. 

I l/iuis l-'utrell Itemalns. 

I Loult Futrell, charged with mur- 
der, Is the held cellman, and made 
no attempt to escape. With hIs head 
protruding from the hole he told the 
.jail ofllclala about the escape. From 
I the facts it Is shown that the escape 
was planned carefully. Every night 
the prisoners are kept In the round 
rage, but every morning at 7 o'clock 
they are permitted to have the cor- 
ridor. Futrell watches over the 
prisoners. 

I This morning, he said, as soon as 
the prisoners were released they en- 
gaged him in a card game on the 
south side of Ihe corridor. When he 
wanted to quit, they Insisted that the 
game should continue. He played 
until a few minutes after noon, and 
then he was attrartefi by- a tciilDIng. 
He ran to the north aide and the ne- 
groes were escaping. He waa warned 
not to give the alaim, be says. 

Tlie Search. 

As soon as the alarm was given the 
remaining prisoners were locked In 
their cells and the jail ofllclala began 
searching fur the prisoners. The 
white prieonert left In Jail are; I»ult 
Futrell. Pete Griflin, Fiaiik Ross, 
Will Hummers. Charles Arnold and A. 
M Mellon. There were 14 white 
prisoners and 22 colored men. 

The women are confined on the 
third floor, and could not escape. Hi- 
ram Smedley Is In a private cell In 
the front of the Jail. When the pris- 
oners escaiied Mrs. Smedley was In 
the cell with her husband and waa 
forced to remain for some time as 
the Jail ofllclala left with the keys. 

Early this morning Finley and 
Riley, the workmen in the engine 
room raw the prisoners with blankets 
and they teemed to be climbing them 
The remark waa heard that, "Ttiat 
will be strong enough." and It It pre. 
runted that they were tying the 
blankets then, although the purpose 
was not suspected 

Deputy Jailer Kirk saJd he did not 
hear the picking on account of the 
noise In the engine room The. 
kitchen of the Jail la on Ihe south 
side, hut only a space of several feet 
Is between Ihe Jail wall and the con- 
Crete wall. It li not often tkai the 
Jailer hat ocrasion to be there. As 
each brick was loosened It was re- 
moved and plied Inside the Jail. Not 
a brick was dropped to Ibe ground. 

It has been about teu years since 
a hole was punched In the wall, al- 
though prisoiM-rs have e«rap<‘d from 
the Jail since them. While Joe Mll- 
k>r waa Jailer a hole was rut in the 
south wall of the Jail. The Jail wall 
Is about eighteen Inches thick, and 
la not protected on the Inside by a 
lining of metal 

All the prisoners were awaiting 
trial at the coming term of the 8ei>- 
lember term of court. Cicero Ander- 
son Is suspected of being one of the 
leaders He killed a man aewral 
yvars ago but was released from the 
peniteutlary, and has been in Jail 
several times since. He was locked 
up the last time about two weeks ago 
for malicious shooting. George 
Wright is a gypsy and was charged 
with stealing horsea from a farmer 
on the Benton road. 

The white prisoners were laat seen 
rroaaing the hollow at the end of 
Broad street, making for the rail- 
road yards. HherIR Ogllvle't men 
are on the trail. 

Jonas Hinith had little to say about 
the escape; but be could not reeist a 
aigh of sallafactlon as be remarkc’d:

NEW PALESTINE AHIHING. 

Jews In .Ancient .MotJitn- Country .Arw 
Building a Modi-rn Nation. 

The large Jewish immigration tn 
Palestine has Included within recent 
years many writers, scholars snd 
other professional men. This coterie 
has placed Itself at the head of the 
movement for furtherig popular ed- 
ucation. 

Various coursea of scientific lect. 
ureg are arranged In Ihe larger cities 
on general educational topics and on 
special subjerts, as, for example, the 
hygenic and economic conditions of 
the country, for tbe special benefit of 
Immigtsnts. 

In connection with these lectures 
other courses are mapped out There 
are, for Instance, classes where tbe 
languages of the country are taught 
to the Immigrants. Much importance 
Is attached to the teachings of Arabic 
and not for political reasons at that, 
but mainly for practical purposes 

Another excel'>ent means of educa- 
tion Is Ihe Jewish public llbrariet. 
The Jewish National library stands In 
Ihe first rank. This Institution waa 
intended by its founder to conform to 
the British museum. 

In Palestine there are (wo lmi>ort- 
ant labor organizations, the Poale 
latter Is rather conservative. The 
former works under the banner of 
clast strife, organizes strikes, and 
tr'es to protect the workingman 
against the supposed profits of (he 
hretd-givers. "The latter endeavors 
altogether to do efficacious work In 
the beat interests of the whole nation 

Especially deserving of mention are 
its public kitchen In Jerusalem. Its 
llbrariet in Jerusalem and Petach 
Alkwab. and the lecture courses held 
under Its auspices besides Us various 
pro|>agandistic activities and purely 
technical organiaatlon work Not 
long ago a league of lurofesslonal or- 
gaiilxatlona waa formed In JaRa. and 
now steps are being taken for the 
establishment of co-operative instllu- 
lloni for the creation of necessary lu 
atitutiona for Jewish laborers In Pal- 
estine. — American Hebrew.
